‘ Revolutions aro matters of constant oc­ 
currence ill California.

men who are at the foot of the ladder and in 
liesperate circumstances, just as a political 
party is started by such men in our own coun­ 
try . 
The only object of course is the loaves 
and fishes; and instead of caucusing, libelling, 
feasting, promising, and lying, as with us, 
they take muskets and bayonets, and seizing 
upon the presido and custom-houses, divide 
the spoils and declare a .new dynasty. 
As 
for justice; they know no law but will and 
fear. 
A Yankee, who had been naturalized, 
and become a-Catholic, and ■ivlio had mar­ 
ried in the country, was sitting in his house 
at I’uebip'de' lose Angelos with hia wile and 
children, -nhen a Spaniard with whom he had 
a diilic'ulty entorud the honse, . and stabbed 
liim to thejiéart before tliena. .

the report comes on this point, after a close 
invcstig.ation of the best data, i.s that the 
amount paid by the cmintry to the banks dur­ 
ing the last ten years for the u.se of 'tlieir a- 
gency and their nntcs after deducting six per 
cent for the use of bank capital and tlie rc.a- 
sonable expenses of managing tlie banks, is

Of ttie-aggregate loss­ 
es sustained by the community since 1789- 
Mr. Woodbury computes that tlicre must 
have happened within llie last ten years, an 
amount of S200,000,000: wh'rclv is at the aii- 
iiial rates ' Of S2Ü..OOO.OOO. 
Witliout inclu­ 
ding the losses sustained by depreciation of 
bank paper or fluctuations in tlio currcrcj* of 
I ¡10 country, we leave it for the reader to an­ 
swer whether the cimueHtence of paper prom­ 
ises does not cost more than it is worth, when 
the same convenience, at least, ail the con 
venience of paper, could be secured and en­ 
joyed witliout sucli losses, by a strictly and 
truly convertible currency.

1 he neglect 
of this duty, the best historians agree m attnbu-

Thc-s^tne causes will 
ever produce the 
/iricts;an d a sth e love ofp o w en s a dominr 
.^ p a s sio n ot the human bosom, and as long as the 
Mndevstandmgs of men can be w arped and their af­ 
fections changed by operations upon their passions 
and prejudices, so long will the liberty of a people 
depend on their own constant attention to its pres 
ervation. 
T h e danger to all well established free Govern 
meiils arises from the unwillingness of th e People 
to believe in its existence, or fr-im the influence of 
designing men, d i^ rtin g their atlenlion from the 
q-iarter 
whence 
it 
approaches, to a source 
from which it can never come.—T h is is the old 
trick of those who would usurp the G overnm ent of 
their country. 
In the nam e of D em ocracy they 
speak, warning the People against the influence ct 
wealth and the danger of aristocracy. 
History, 
ancient and modern, is full of such examples. 
: t * s a r became jhe m aster of th e Roman people 
and the Senate under the pretence of supporting 
the democratic claims of the form er against the 
aristncracv of the latter; Crom w ell, in the c h a r­ 
acter of protector of the liberties of the People, 
became the dictator of England; and Bolivar pos- 
ifsaed himself ot unlimited power with the title of 
his country’s Liberator. 
1 here is, on the contra­ 
ry. no single instance on record of an exlensivi 
and well-established republic being changed into 
an aristocracy. 
T h e tendency of all such Gov- 
i triim cn s in their decline is to m onarchy; and the{ 
antagonist principle to liberty, there, in the spirit 
of factinn; a siiirit which assumes the character, 
and, in times of great cxcitem ct, imposes itself 
I upon the people as the genuine spirit of freedom, 
and like th e false Christs whose coming was fore­ 
told by the Saviour, seeks to, and were it possible 
would, impose upon the true and njost faithful dis­ 
ciples of liberty. 
It it in perinds like this that it behooves the peo­ 
ple to be m ost wntcliful of those to whom they 
have intrusted power. 
And although there is at 
times much difficulty in distinguishing the false 
from the true spirit, a calm and dispassionate in­ 
vestigation will detect the counterfeit as well hv 
the character of Its operutioris, as the results that 
are produced, 
I'h etiu e spirit of liberty, although 
flevoted,^p»Bcvering, bold, and uncompromising 
in-principle, that secured, is mild and tolem nt , 
and scrupulous iis to the m eans it employs, whilst 
the spirit of partv, assuming to be that of liberty.

reckless as to the character o fth e allies which ii 
brings to the aid of us cause.
